Chairman Hollingshead called the regular meeting to order at 8:30 a.m. with all
members present. Foster moved Duffy seconded motion to approve the minutes of
September 16, 2015 meeting. NO: None; YES: Duffy, Foster and Hollingshead. Motion
approved.

Foster moved Duffy seconded motion to approve amending the agenda to add the
Discussion of Boone County’s Mental Health Advocate position. NO: None; YES: Duffy,
Foster and Hollingshead. Motion approved.

Reports and discussion on any issue the Board members need to share with each
other:

Duffy reported on Aging Resources meeting that he attended and they are facing
same issues with privatizing of case workers as the counties. Board of Health meeting
discussion of time of transfer rules, foreclosure properties and time of transfer rules, water
testing and vaping. Duffy also reported that he was approached by a Conservation Board
member, sees that the trails have taken over the Board.

Foster reported on Central Iowa Recovery, he has concerns with financials and sent a
copy of financials to the other Board members and Auditor Meier, asking for someone that
understands it better than himself to look at them.

Hollingshead reported on Red Rock Community Action — now know as IMPACT and
this will be merged with City of Des Moines, feels this move will pick up a lot of efficiencies
in the management area of the program. CIRTPA meeting — money available $109,000 for
trails planning, they are looking for proposals for this money and will review them at the
next meeting in November.

Gregg Elsberry and Rick Lampe, Boone County Sheriff's Department met with the
Board to discuss the LEC tower lighting strike repair. Lampe reiterated that time is of
essence. Two companies have been contacted for quotes and have only heard back from
one. Also discussed was payment for the work on the tower. Lampe will collect more
information on if payment can be made from 911 funds and get back on the agenda to meet
with the Board next week.

Lois Powers, Landfill Administrator & Kevin Beaman, Genesis Recycling Manager, Lisa
Anderson, Genesis Employment Manager and Lester Ford, Genesis site director, met with
the Board to discuss recycling center operations and who is in charge of employees and the
recycling center site.

Craig Schoenfeld, LS2group stopped and gave the Board a brief update on Calhoun
County Resolution in regards to drainage districts on construction of a hazardous liquid
pipeline over, across, or beneath county drainage districts— the injunction was withdrawn
and Calhoun County passed a modified resolution. The Board will put this on the agenda to
discuss and review the proposed Resolution at the October 7, 2015 meeting.

Eric Sloan, IT Director & Penny Vossler, GIS, met with the Board to present
departmental updates. Sloan updated the Board on the county website redesign, he has
received cost for the update in the amount of $29,000 and annual fee of $6,500.00, this
was not budgeted for in this fiscal year. Vossler updated the Board on GIS projects she has
been working on.

Paul Overton, County Assessor and Chair of the Employee Handbook Revision
Committee presented the draft copy of the handbook that was returned from Ahlers with
corrections form last meeting. The Board reviewed draft of policy and only had one concern
- the Facility Closure Policy, they wanted a clear chain of command if the Board is not
available. The policy revision will be placed on the agenda next week for approval.

Information Handbook to make changes to Facility Closure Policy Section 3.4. NO: None;
YES: Duffy, Foster, Hollingshead. Motion approved.

Scott Kruse, County Engineer was not able to meet with the Board due to attending
a meeting in Ames.

Craig & Paul Heineman stopped and visited with the board to discuss bridges and
roads in the county. Discussed weight limit postings on bridges throughout the county and
county road reconstruction.

R26W) submitted by Nick Hanson, they agreed for Chet Hollingshead to contact two (2)
contractors to get quotes on the proposed ditch clean out.
